My research is very incomplete on the Hibernia Furnace notes, 

I tell you what little I know. The name of the installation 

was "The Adventure" or "The Adventure Furnace’, It was built 

in the sumer of 1765 by one Samuel Ford who later became 

involved in counterfeiting. Sold to Lord Stirling in 1771. 

Located 4 miles north of Rockaway, N.J. in 1880, Only denominations 
known to me are 1,5 and 10 shillings. I have no idea who or 

how many made. I have lost the photostat you once sent and have 

not yet checked those specimens in Connecticut Historical Society.

Your letter of March 29th received with enclosures I agree 
100% with your calculation of the New Jersey Bills of Credit of 
1716/17. I worked the issue out using Troy ounces and cam€up 
with the same result. When listing the quantities and values 


of the various issues in your revision it would not seem neces- 


sary to use parentheses or square brackets if you used columnar 
form, with headings, somewhat as you did in the calculation of 


the 1716/17 issue. Authors of books dealing with books or man- 
uscripts usually confine the use of square brackets to words or 


data which they themselves have supplied. 


When listing authorized signers a bit of information could be 
added by stating the number required and which ones were alter- 
nates if given by the Act. As an example, the New Jersey Act of 
1709 after naming the four authorized signers, adds "or any three 
of them." The Act authorizing the issue of March 25, 1724 is 
more specific, naming one alternate for two signers and another 
alternate for the second two signers. Of course this could be 


applied to all issues. 


Enclosed is a Xerox copy of the Act of March 1713/14 which 


you requested. Happy to accommodate you. 


Your letter of February 26th raises the question of William 
Bradford printing the issue of 1724. There does not seem to be 
any doubt but that he did. He was the official printer of the 
Province from 1703 until 1730. In the New Jersey Treasurer's 
Account, 1720-1737 (Archives of the State of New Jersey, Vol. 
V.), William Bradford is the only printer listed and a payment 
to him of 155 pounds was made on March 21, 1724. Further evi- 
dence is the fact of his printing the session laws of September- 
November 1723, an Ordinance in 1724, session laws and an Ordi- 
nance in 1725. Also it seems to me that the issue closely 


resembles the issue of July 10, 1724 of New York, where Brad-

Dear Mr. Rockefeller: 


Thanks for the March 11, 1713/14 Act. If I could only understand 
what they meant in the Act! I will puzzle with it further to see whether there 
was a revalidation or reissue or what. 


Unfortunately, there is often no accurate signature authorization on 
some bills of credit, particularly the Continental Congress. I would have to 
read every law again to check the number of signatories. I gave some data on 
this where I felt it was important, but often omitted it as unimportant because 
the pictures showed what was done. 


There was no Bradford imprint on any known New. Jersey bill. All 
reverses are blank unless otherwise stated in my book (unless of course my mind 
was blank). . 


The source of my New Jersey laws was the microfilm of the Library of 
Congress which is part of a set concerning all state laws from colonial times 
forward. My notes indicate the ms. is in that microfilm. Most law libraries 
have that set of microfilm. Richard Picker, a dealer in colonial items, also 
sent me something on the laws of that period. 


The New Jersey archives have an October 24, 1739 report on New Jersey 
currency history (Vol. 16, pp 106-8). 


Thanks again for your help and suggestions.

are neatly and regularly done in th common Printing Manner, and printed 
on two Folds of Paper. In the firs Line of the Face of the Counterfeit, 
the 0 in POUNDS is shorter and thic er tnan the other Letters in that 
Word; and in the third Line the las 4 in JERSEY is not like a Printing 
Ey but is made in the Manner common.y used in Writing. In short, the 
whole is so ill executed, that we think, after this Notice, no Body can 
can be imposed on by them.
